REPORT. 



To THE HONOBABLi: AND BbYBBEND, 

Thb Otxbsebbb of Habtabd Collbqb. 

The undersigned respectfully submits his Seyenth 
Annual Keport on the condition and prospects of 
the several departments of the University. 

In the Academical Department there has been 
no considerable change in the course or methods 
of instruction during the past year. Professor 
Child, who was absent by permission for part of 
the time, has returned, his place while he was 
abroad having been supplied by Mr. Jennison, 
Instructor in Elocution, without expense to the 
College. Mr. Sophocles, formerly Tutor in Greek, 
has been appointed Assistant Professor of Greek. 
The following persons have been appointed Proc- 
tors: — Winslow Warren, A. B., in place of Mr. 
Noble, resigned; William P. G. Bartlett, A. B., in 
place of Mr. Longfellow, resigned ; and William H. 
Huntington, in place of Mr. Brown, resigned. 

For reasons which approved themselves to the 
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CoiporadoD and the Board of Orerseers, the In- 
structors in the Modem Languages hare been 
redaced to two. The whole instruction in Spanish 
and Italian is now assigned to the head of the 
Department, who is also to be a member of the 
Faculty, and receive the full salary of a Professor 
of the College. It is matter of sincere regret 
that in consequence of this change the College has 
lost the valuable services of Mr. Monti, the In- 
structor in Italian. Mr. Bello, the Instructor in 
Spanish, had previously submitted his resignation, 
in order to return to Cuba. Dr. Amoult, after 
having filled very acceptably for six years the 
place of Instructor in French, has resigned, and 
the Kev. Charles Miel has been appointed his suc- 
cessor. 

It was mentioned in the last Annual Report of 
the President, that the Hon. John C. Gray had 
provided for two prizes, of two hundred and fifty 
dollars each, to be awarded to the two members 
of the Class of 1860 who shall be found, after a 
special and thorough examination in the Second 
Term of their Senior year, to have made the great- 
est proficiency in the study of Pure Mathematics. 
During the past year the same gentleman baa 
given the College five hundred dollars more, to be 
divided into two prizes of equal value, which are 
to be awarded for the same object, and on the same 
conditions, to members of the Class of 1861. The 
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undersigned is of opinion that there is no way in 
which high scholarship is so likely to be promoted 
in the University, as by the establishment of large 
prizes of this description for those who distinguish 
themselves in some particular department of study. 
He hopes that the example here set for the encour- 
agement of the Pure Mathematics may be followed 
by others for the encouragement of the moral and 
physical sciences, and of classical learning. 

Measures for the separation of the Divinity 
School from the College, under the Act of the 
Legislature passed for that purpose, are in progress. 
The petition was filed at the March Term in 1839; 
as was also the answer of the Attorney-General, to 
the effect that he had no objections. After some 
delay, the Society for the Promotion of Theological 
Education, mentioned in the Act, haVe consented, 
if the separation is decreed, to accept the trusts. 
It is expected that the argument in the case will 
be heard, and the decision of the Court obtained, 
before the end of the academic year. The School, 
meanwhile, is well attended, and with every advan- 
tage to be derived from instructors and books. 

The Law School is in a more flourishing condi- 
tion than at any former period, numbering at pres- 
ent one hundred and seventy-eight students, drawn 
together from every part of the country. The 
Brattle House is still held by the Law School, and 
occupied, for the most part, by Law Students. At

the instance of the Law Faculty, the Corporatioa 
have passed a declaratory Tote in order to correct 
a prevalent error respecting the name by which 
this department of the University is known. The 
Hon. Nathan Dane, though not its founder, was 
one of its liberal and early benefactors, in conse- 
quence of which his name was given to one of the 
Professorships, and to the public building or hall 
occupied by the School ; but it was never given, or 
understood or expected to be given, to the School 
itself. The true and legal name of the School is 
not, aa many will have it, the Dane Law School, 
but " The Law School of Harvard College." 

The great event of the year affecting the condition 
and prospects of the Lawrence Scientific School is 
the establishment at Cambridge of a Museum of 
Comparative ■ Zoology. About seventy-two thousand 
dollars were raised by subscription for this object; 
to which the State, by an act passed April 2, 1859, 
has added a grant of one hundred thousand dollars, 
payable, under certain conditions, from the avails 
of the sales of lands belonging to the Common- 
wealth, in the Back Bay. Out of the funds con- 
tributed by subscription, a building has already been 
erected to receive the collections ; and the fitting up 
and arrangement of the whole are in such a state 
of forwardness as to authorize the hope that the 
Museum will be opened for purposes of instruction 
the next Term, and for public exhibition at the com- 
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mencement of the nest academic year. From the 
Articles of Agreement appended to this Report, it 
will be seen that the property of the Museum is in 
the hands of a Board of Trustees ; hut the scientific 
control of the entire collection, and its free use in 
the instruction of members of the Scientific School, 
and of the Undergraduates, are reserved to the Col- 
lege. It is believed that the new arrangement will 
prove satis&ctory to all parties; and especially to 
the College, which without expense not already pro- 
vided for will thereby secure forever the benefits of 
a vast and continually increasing apparatus for in- 
struction in the natural sciences. 

In the Medical School, Henry I. Bowditch, M. D. 
has been appointed Jackson Professor of Clinical 
Medicine, in place of Dr. Shattuck, who has been 
transferred to the Hersey Professorship of the The- 
ory and Practice of Physic, left vacant, as mentioned 
in the last Report, by the resignation of Dr. John 
Ware. The Report of the Treasurer shows that 
the subscription begun the last year in aid of the 
School has received considerable additions. By this 
important movement the debt incurred in erecting 
and repairing the Medical College, in Grove Street, 
Boston, has been liquidated, and a permanent fund 
commenced, to be called the Jackson Medical Fund, 
in honor of Dr. James Jackson. The name of Dr. 
Jackson has also been given to the Professorship of 
Clinical Medicine. The recent extension of the 
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course of medical mstniction giveti in this School 
by the addition of a summer term, has been &Tor- 
ably received ; the number of Btudents attending the 
Lectures this winter is also much larger than usual. 

The College has sustained a great loss in the death 
of the Director of the Observatory, William Cranch 
Bond, which took place January 29, 1859. His offi- 
cial connection with the University dates from No- 
vember 30, 1839, when a proposition made by Pres- 
ident Quincy for the removal of his apparatus to 
Cambridge was accepted by the Corporation. When 
the present Observatory was built, in 1844, he was 
placed at the head of it, and much of its success and 
reputation are due to his ability and character. His 
son, George P. Bond, A. M., for many years the As- 
sistant Observer, has been appointed to succeed him. 

With the exception of a new arrangement of the 
electro-telegraphic connections, there has been no 
important change in the buildings or instruments 
belonging to the Observatory. The usual course of 
observations with the equatorial and meridian in- 
struments has been prosecuted through the year. It 
includes the determination of the positions of planets, 
comets, and double stars, the description of nebulae 
and clusters, and a continuation of the zones of small 
stars, in accordance with the plan entered upon sev- 
eral years ago. The Standard Catalogue and Lunar 
Culminations are regularly observed. The latter are 
maintained for the benefit of the various public sur- 
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veys, in which they are employed for the investiga- 
tion of the longitudes of their principal stations. To 
applications of this description, and to supply the 
constant demand for the regulation of time, and for 
information respecting a variety of matters connected 
with Astronomy, Magnetism, and Meteorology, it ia 
necessary to devote a large share of attention, equiv- 
alent, perhaps, to the entire services of one assistant 
The Observatory in this way contributes gratuitously 
to many objects of public utility which have no di- 
rect claim upon it or upon the College. 

The efficiency of this institution would be very 
much increased if it possessed sufficient means for 
the regular issue of its Annals. Through the liber- 
ality of a single individual, three volumes have al- 
ready appeared ; but asmany more are now waiting 
in manuscript for the press, — among the rest, a con- 
nected series of observations on the famous Comet of 
Donati, the value and usefulness of which would be 
greatly enhanced by its speedy publication. 

The interest before awakened in behalf of the Li- 
brary has been more than sustained during the past 
year. William Gray, Esq., after having carried out 
the generous and large purposes of his uncle, as 
stated in the two preceding Reports, has laid the 
College under still further obligations by a munifi- 
cent donation of his own. He has given twenty-five 
thousand dollars for the use of the Library, payable 
in five years in equal semiannual instalments, two of 
2 
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which have already been received. The sole condi- 
tion is, that the principal shall be expended as it is 
paid in, with a view to supply immediately the most 
urgent needs of the Library, and bring it up, as far 
as may be, to the demands of the day and of the 
advanced state of sqience and letters. 

The Library has found another generous benefac- 
tor in the late Miss Mary Osgood, of Medford, who 
has bequeathed six thousand dollars to the College, 
the income of which, after the demise of certain per- 
sons named in her will, is to be devoted forever to 
the purchase of books. The Committee of the 
Alumni have also made some progress in the under^ 
taking to raise by subscription a Library Pund, hav- 
ing already received and paid over to the Treasurer 
of the College nearly five thousand dollars for that 
object. 

By the bequest of the late "William H. Prescott, 
the College has come into possession of the works, 
printed and in manuscript, used by him in writing 
his History of Ferdinand and Isabella. It is an in- 
valuable accession to the Library, whether regarded 
as the means of attesting the scrupulous fidelity of 
Mr. Prescott himsell^ or as afibrding the materials for 
an original and independent study of an important 
period, in respect to which the collection is doubtless 
cue of the richest in the world. 

A friend of the Library, Mr. George Livermore, of 
Cambridge, has deposited there for use one hundred 
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and twenty volumes, consisting for the most part of 
early and rare editions of the Bible in various lan- 
guages. A large collection of works in music, num- 
bering' more than two hundred, has been given by 
Oliver Ditson and Company, of Boston. The Li- 
brary has also been enriched during the past year, as 
before, by important contributions from other pub- 
lishing houses, from societies, and from individuals, 
several of whose names have appeared in previous 
Reports. 

The whole cost of Appleton Chapel, including the 
organ, is given in the Treasurer's Report The 
Treasurer himself contributed five hundred dollars 
towards the expense of the organ, in order to pro- 
cure, without unduly taxing the funds of the Col- 
lege, a large and fine instrument, such as seemed to 
be required by the place and the increased attention 
of the students to sacred music. 

The gift of eight thousand dollars from an un- 
known benefactor of the College, for the purpose of 
providing a Grymnasium for the use of the students, 
has been acknowledged. To carry out that design, 
a suitable building has been erected during the past 
year, with all the necessary apparatus, accommoda- 
tions, and means of instruction. Almost all the stu- 
dents, both undergraduates and members of the Pro- 
fessiijnal Schools, have begun to avail themselves of 
the advantages thus supplied, each one paying a 
small fee in order to defray the current expenses of 
the establishment 
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For details respecting the course of instruction in 
the several departments of the UniTersity, reference 
must he made to the Appendix. 

The numhet of Und^raduates at the beginning 
of the present academic year was four hundred and 
thirty-one; the whole numher of students in the 
University, eight hundred and thirty-nine. If the 
numher of Undergraduates goes on increasing, as it 
probably wHI, the need of a new hall within the 
College Yard for their accommodation will be more 
and more felt Something will be done to supply 
the want by an extension of Graduates' Hall, which 
is already commenced. 

The general condition of the College throughout 
the year, both as regards conduct and scholarship, 
has been satisfactory. 

The undersigned, as will appear from the corre- 
spondence appended to this Keport, has resigned the 
Presidency of the College. He cannot close his last 
official communication to the Overseers without ex- 
pressing his sincere and heartfelt gratitude for the 
uniform kindness and courtesy he has received from 
this Board, and from every member of it 
All which is respectfully submitted.

THE OTHER PART. 

Whereas, Louia Agassiz, Lawrence Profeasor of Zoology 
and Geology in the Scientific School of Harvard University, 
has made a valuable collection of objects of Natural History, 
clashed and arranged ia such a manner as to illustrate and 
teacb the principles of the science of Zoology, upon a syste- 
matic plan, which collection is at present cont^ned in a per- 
bhable wooden building belon^g to the said College ; 

And whereat, a fund of £%■ thousand dollara has been 
already ^ven to the President and Fellows of Harvard Col- 
lege by William Gray, in compliance with the request and 
from the estate of Francis C. Gray, late of said Boston, 
deceased, in trust to preserve the same as a separate firnd, 
and to appropriate the income thereof to the establishment 
and maintenance of a Museum of Comparative Zoology at 
Harvard College, but no part of the same to be appropriated 
to the payment of salaries or to the purchase of real estate, 
which donation was made and accepted on a condition ^lat

ihe Biud Museum be arranged and conducted under the su- 
perintendence of a bodj of fire persons, to be denominated 
the Facnltj of tbe Mueeum of Comparative Zoology, and cod- 
stituted as follows, to wit: — 

The President of the tJnirereity for the time being to 
constitute the Head, the four other members, being men con- 
versant with this department of science, having in the first 
instance been nominated bj the donor of said fund, and ap- 
proved by the stud President and Fellows, and thus said Fac- 
ulty being already organized and established ; but constituted 
with thb further provision, that whenever a vacancy, other 
than that of the President, shall occur in sud Faculty, it 
ehall be the duty of the remaning members to nominate a 
person of suitable quaUfications to supply the vacancy, and 
notify such nomination to the President and Fellows, and on 
being approved by them, such person to become a member 
of said Faculty, with the rights and powers incident thereto; 

And whereas, the funds and means of the said President 
and Fellows, at their disposal for this purpose, are inadequate 
to accomplish the object contemplated, and a strong desire 
has been expressed by the friends of science that increased 
means may he speedily affi>rded, not only for the security 
and preservation of the collection already made, but also for 
the establishment of the s^d Museum on a permanent foun- 
dation, that it may be enlarged and made as lar as practi- 
cable complete, so as to extend and render more exact the 
knowledge of this department of Natural History upon scien- 
tific principles, and in pursuance thereof, the Legislature of 
the Commonwealth did, at their last session, make an appro- 
priation of one hundred thousand dollars, which may soon be 
available for the erection, support, and m^ntenance of a 
Museum of Comparative Zoology at Cambridge, upon a con- 
dition, however, that a like amount shall have been obtained, 
by private subscription, in aid of such institution, and did, 
at the same session, incorporate a Board of fifteen Trustees, 
by an Act entitled "An Act to incorporate the Trustees of 
the Museum of Comparative Zoology," by which last Act it 
is provided, that the sum of fifty thousand dollars theretofore 
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contributed in £ud of tlie Museum of Comparative Zoology by 
William Gray, sliall be deemed to be part of tlie sum re- 
quired to be raised by private subscription for the said Mu- 
seum, as a condition precedent to the payment, by the Com- 
monwealth, to said Trustees, of any part of the sum then 
granted; 

And whereas, more than fifty thousand dollars, to wit, a 
sum amounting at present to about seventy thousand dollars, 
making, together with the donation of sdd William Gray, 
more than one hundred thousand dollars, have been sub- 
scribed and r^ed by private persons, and by them ordered 
to be p£ud to the SEud Trustees thus incorporated, to be ap- 
propriated and applied to the same objecta with the sum 
appropriated by the State, so that the said condition has 
been complied with ; 

And whereas, it is deemed desirable by all parties inter- 
ested in this object, that all the means placed under the con- 
trol of either corporation, the Trustees of the Museum, or 
the President and Fellows of the College, shall be devoted 
in such time and maimer as they are needed and can be ben- 
eficially applied to the advancement of the common object, 
and for this end that a suitable building be erected aa speed- 
ily as practicable for the preservation of the cdlections already 
made, and of those which may be made, upon a plan capable 
of being enlarged and extended, as the increased collections 
of the s^d institution may from time to time require ; and 
the said Trustees being ready and willing to apply a sufficient 
portion of the fund under their control to tbe erection of a 
suitable building adapted to the present wants of the Institu- 
tion, on receiving the conveyance of a lot of land properly 
situated and adapted to meet such present wants, and capable 
of adnutting such future estension and enlargement, and de- 
sirous, in furtherance of the objects of their incorporation 
and in the execution of their trust, to make such arrange- 
ments and contracts as shall secure to such institution the 
resources of the University for education and the advance- 
ment of science ; 

And whereas, a parcel of land conveniently situated, and 
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now the property of tiie College, has been examined, boiv 
veyed, and selected aa a place suitable for the ereclioa of 
buildings for tho sEud Museum, for all the use and purposes 
for vhich the same is intended, and the stud FreBident and 
Fellows of Harrard College, desirous, as far as it may be 
con^tent with their powers, and the trusts reposed in them, 
to promote and advance the establishment, increase, and ben- 
eficial use of Bud Museum, as an institution well adapted to 
foster the interests of education, and to advance an important; 
branch of science, and to promote the love and knowledge 
of it in the community, are ready and willing to convey the 
legal title to sud lot of land, and also their interest in the 
collection already made, and all additions to be made thereto 
hereafter, upon a nominal consideration, to the scud Trustees, 
provided the same be thus conveyed to said Trustees and 
their successors, in fee, upon strict trust and confidence that 
the said estate and collections shall be used and improved 
solely and exclusively for the erection of buildings, the, main- 
tenance, improvement, and extension of the same, and for the 
establishment and maintenance of such Museum, to he used, 
occupied, governed, and managed in strict conformity to the 
rules and regulations hereby adopted by both said Corpora- 
tions; 

And whereas, the sfud Trustees are ready and willing to 
accept and receive a conveyance in fee of the said parcel of 
land, upon the conditions and trusts specified, and thereupon 
to proceed as soon as may be to the commencement of build- 
ings thereon for the purposes specified : — 

Kow, therefore, the Trustees of the Museum of Compara- 
tive Zoology, and the President and FeUows of Harvard Col- 
lege, for themselves and their respective successors, do hereby 
mutually agree to unite the means with which they have been 
or may hereafter be respectively intrusted for that purpose, 
for the establishment, maintenance, and practical usefulness 
of the Museum of Comparative Zo(>logy at Cambridge, and 
do hereby agree upon and establish the following Rules and 
Regulations for the government, occupation, care, and man- 
agement of the said Institution. 
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1. Each Corporalioii shall retain and manage the fuoda 
now held, or which may hereafter he held by it, according 
to the trusts on which the same have been or may be given. 

2. The property in the Museum, land, buildings, furniture, 
and collections, present and future, shall he vested in said 
Trustees, in trust, to hold the ,Bame for the uses declared hy 
these Articles of Agreement, and for such uses as may here- 
after be declared, as herein after provided. 

3. Each Corporation shall retain the power to appropriate 
from the funds under its control such sums as it may deem 
expedient. 

4. The duty and power of erecting buildings from funds 
appropriated and set apart for that purpose, and of adding to 
and extending the same hereafter, as funds shall be appro- 
priated for that purpose, upon plans which shall render such 
buildings part of a complete and harmonious whole, and the 
duty of taking care of said buildings, and causing them to be 
kept in repwr, shall devolve upon and vest in said Trustees. 

6. The Director of the Museum of Comparative Zoology, 
an officer appointed or to be appointed hy said Trustees, shall 
make arrangements, under the supervision of the Faculty 
aforesaid, for the reception of visitors, either upon special or 
general invitation, and of the public at large, at suitable 
times and under suitable regulations, to visit and examine 
the Museum ; and such arrangements shall be made with a 
view to secure to the public the freest enjoyment of and ac- 
cess to the Museum, consistent with its use for scientific and 
educational purposes. ^ 

6. The Lawrence Professor of Zoology in the Scientific 
School of Harvard University, or the officer charged with 
the instruction in that department of science for the time 
being, shall be the Curator and scientific head of the Muse- 
um, subject to the control and regulation of the Faculty of 
the Museum, herein before mentioned, in whom the power to 
determine the use of the Museum for scientific and educar 
tional purposes, either by general regulations or by specific 
orders, is ultimately vested ; and the compensation paid to 
such Curator as Professor in the Lawrence Scientific School 
3 
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shall be regarded as full compensatioD for instractiobs ffven 
and services rendered in the Museom, until further provision 
is made therefor. 

7. It shall be the duty of such Carator, under the like di- 
rection and control of the Faculty of the Museum aforesaid, 
when funds shall have been appropriated and placed at the 
disposal of the sud Faculty b; either of the Corporations for 
the purpose, to make purchases of such articles as shall be 
necessary and suitable for the increase of sud Museum in any 
of its departments, and to direct all necessary expenses for 
the transportation and other charges incident to their acquis 
sition, and all necessary ezpenses for vessels and materials 
incident to the preservation and exhibition of such articles, 
and to have the entire charge and control of the classification 
and scientific arrangement of them. 

8. Whenever it shall become necessary to employ any 
assistant or assistants to the Curator aforeSEud, for the prep- 
aration, arrangement, classification, or scientific or educational 
use of the collections in the Museum, and any funds for the 
compensation of such assistants shall have been appropriated 
by either Corporation, and placed at tiie disposal of the Fac- 
ulty of the Museum for that purpose, such assistants shall be 
appointed and employed by the Faculty, or under their direc- 
tion, in such manner as they shall prescribe. 

9. It shall be the duty of the Curator, under the control 
and direction of the Faculty of the Museum, to fix suitable 
times, and also suitable places vitbin the Museum, to give 
lectures and instruction to regular classes of students under 
his care, to classes of teachers of the Public Schools, and to 
classes of pupils in the Kormal Schools, in the Commonwealth, 
and to such special classes of students and persons desirous 
of availing themselves of his instructions and of the advan- 
tages of the Museum, as he may receive or invite for those 
purposes. 

10. No person officially connected with the Museum shall 
be permitted to make any private collection, or to trade in 
specimens of Natural Hbtory, except for the Museum. 

11. Whenever the ofiice of Director of the Museum estab- 
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lished by the Trustees, and that of Curator of the Museum as 
herein before defined, shall be held by different persons, the 
Faculty of the Museum shall, subject to these articles, and 
such other articles aa may be adopted by both Corporations 
as herein after provided, define the relative duties of the in- 
cumbents, and superintend their execution. 

12. These rules and regulations mutually agreed on and 
adopted by the parties shall not be repealed or altered, except 
by a formal agreement between the parties,* or by a concurrent 
vote passed by each Corporation specifying such repeal or al- 
teration, and entered upon the records of both said Corpora- 
tions. 

In testimony whereof, the said parties have hereto affixed their 
respective seals, under the hands of their respective Presi- 
dents, on the day and in the year first above written.

n. Resignation of the Phesident. 

At a stated meeting of the President and Fellows of Har- 
vard College in Boston, December 31, 1859, the following 
letter was presented : — 

Hastabd CoLifOB, Camliridge, Oct. S9, 1859. 
Gehtlbmbn: — 
A sense of my increasing infirmities constrfuna me to resign 
the office of President of Harvard College, the resignation to 
take effect on the last day of February next. 

I am happy in being able to say that the College, in all its 
departments, is in a prosperous condition. I say this the more 
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freelj, becaase it has not reBulted, in any coneiderable degree, 
from what 1 have been able to do, but from the diatinguisbed 
ability and zeal of the several Faculties, encouraged and bus- 
tained, as they have been, by the Corporation and Overseers, 
and by a generous public. The causes continuing, I have no 
doubt that the prosperity will continue. 

Having given the best part of my life to the service of the 
College, I cannot look forward, without profound sensibility, to 
the time when I shall resign all connection with it. 

For more than a quarter of a century I have been a member 
of your Board. I pray yon, Gentlemen, to be assured of my 
gratitude for the uniform kindness I have experienced from 
every one of my colleagues, and especially for the wise direc- 
tion and generous support I have received from you in the 
performance of my difficult and responsible duties as President. 

With my best wishes and prayers for the growth and ever- 
extending usefulness of the Institution which I am happy to 
leave under your care, and for your own health and happiness,

To THE Corporation of Harvard College. 

Having taken into eon^deration the foregoing letter of Rev. 
Dr. Walker, tendering the resignation of his office as President 
of Harvard College : — 

Hesolved, That in accepting the resignation of our beloved 
and respected President, as we feel bound to do under the cir- 
cumstances, we desire to do it with an expression of our deep 
sense of the great loss which this Institution and the cause of 
good learning will sustain by this act, and to assure him how 
deeply we regret the occasion of it, by reason of ill-health, 
which in his judgment has rendered his resignation necessary. 

Resolved, That we hold in the highest estimation the bene- 
fits which Dr. Walker has conferred on this College, by his 
long connection with it as an able and faithful instructor, in 
one of its higher departments, and especially by the wise care 
and eminent ability with which, as the head of the Institution, 
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be has administered its various and complicated affiurs, both 
exterior aad interior. His firmne^, discriminating judgment, 
and mildness in conducting tie discipline of the College, in se- 
curing harmony, and in affording the benefits of good instruc- 
tion to all those who resort to it for education, have done much 
ia gaining the favor and conciliating the confidence of parents 
and friends. And we have pleasure in recording our firm con- 
viction that the dignity, steadiness, and conscientious regard to 
justice and impartiality which have marked his course in the 
administration of its external relations, have greatly tended to 
insure the confidence and encourage the liberality of all friends 
of good learning, and to bring to its support the favorable re- 
gard of a generous community. 

Resolved, That acting with him as the presiding officer of 
this Corporation, we cheerfully hear testimony to the zeal, the 
earnest and untiring assiduity with which Dr. Walker has de- 
voted himself to all die interests of this great Institution, minute 
as well as important ; the fidelity with which he has endeav- 
ored to discharge all the great and delicate trusts confided to 
the Soard by donors and benefactors ; his due regard to justice 
and impartiality in the selection of beneficiaries ; and t^) his just 
and economical application of the large funds with which the 
Institution is endowed. 

Resolved, That in our personal intercourse with Dr. Walker 
at this Board, we would express our strong and abiding sense 
of the dignity and ease, the amenity of manners, and the cour- 
tesy and impartiality extended to every member ; and we shall 
ever cherish the recollection of these kind and friendly relations 
with him as among the choicest of our blessings. 

And now, in taking leave of our beloved President, we de- 
sire as a body and as individuals to express our sincere hopes 
for the restoration of his health and prolongation of his useful- 
ness, and our earnest prayer that the blessings of Heaven may 
attend him in a serene and happy old age.

I. ACADEMICAL DEPARTMENT. 

1. Reliqiods Instruction. 

Inatniction in " Cliiiatian Morals," and in the " Christian 
Evidences," has been regularly given by the Preacher to the 
University and Plummer Professor of Christian Morah. Dur- 
ing the First Term of the year he has heard recitations from 
the Freshman Class, twice a week, in Whately'a Lessons on 
Christian Morals and Christian Evidences, a textbook that 
has been substituted for Whewell and Paley. 

Lectures on the Special Duties and Exposures of a College 
Life have been delivered by this Professor to those students 
that have been admitted to the Institution within the year. 

The service of Daily Prayers has been attended by him, in 
the Chapel, with occasional assistance from the President. 
He has also been responsible for the supply of the Chapel Pul- 
pit on Sundays. 

At present, two hundred and ten students have leave of 
absence from Cambridge to pass Sunday at home ; one hun- 
dred and sixty-six attend worship in the College Chapel ; 
and fifty-five attend other churches in Cambridge. 

Other reli^ous exercises, at which the attendance is volun- 
tary, have been conducted by the same officer. 
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2. PeiLOSOPHT. 

The means of instruction in this Department are lectures, 
recitations, familiarly illustrated at the time hy the Profeasor, 
and written forensic exercises. 

During the iirat academic term, the Department was under 
the charge of James Jennison, A.M. During this Term, the 
Senior Class recited twice a week in Reid'a Essays on the 
Tntellectual Powers. During the Second Term, the instruc- 
tion was given by Francis Bowen, A.M., Alford Professor, 
and the same Class recited six times a week in Bowen's Po- 
litical Economy, and Bowen's Metaphysics and Ethics. The 
Class recited in three Divisions, on the first four days of the 
week, BO that the recitation of each day occupied three hours. 

Forensics were read, throughout the year, every Tuesday 
forenoon, by the Seniors, half of the Glass attending each 
week. 

The same Class were instructed in Ethics by the President, 
reciting to him twice a week in two divisions during the First 
Term. The text-book used was Jouffiroy's Introduction to 
Ethics. 

All the instruction in this Department is now given to the 
Senior Class. 

3. Rhetoric and Oratory. 

This Department is under the superintendence of Francis 
J. Child, Boylston Professor of Rhetoric and Oratory, assisted 
in the teaching of Elocution by Jamea Jennison, A.M. 

Instruction in this Department is given to the three upper 
Classes, hy exercises in Reading, Speaking, and English Com- 
position, and by recitations in Grammar, Rhetoric, and Logic. 

The Sophomores, during the First Term of the current year, 
studied Vernon's Anglo-Saxon Guide. 

One fourth of the Class wrote Themes, and attended a critical 
exercise upon them, every week throughout the year. 

To the Juniors instruction is given by recitations, twice 
a week, during the Second Term, from Whately's Rhetoric. 

They write Themes, and attend a critical exercise upon 
them, once every two weeks, through the year, 

They also declaim, by sections of nine, every week, before 
"the Class and the instructors. 

The Seniors attended recitations from Thomson's Outlines 
of the Laws of Thought, twice a week, during the First Term. 

The inspection of performances for Commencement and 
other Public Exhibitions is committed to this Department. 
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The foregoing statement relates to the duties of the Pro- 
fessor. 

In addition to the exercises in Declamation already men- 
tioned, there is a separate course of instruction in Elocution, 
which is wholly under the eare of the Instructor in Elocution. 

Nine Juniors attended him every week in an exercise pre- 
paratory to the weekly Declamation of the Class. 

The Sophomores and Freshmen attended Mm once every 
week, during the year. 

He superintended the rehearsals of performances for the 
Public Exhibitions of the year ; the final rehearsal for each 
of which is regularly attended by the Professor. 

Ijeave. of absence having been granted to Professor Child, his 
place, during the Second Term, was supplied by Mr. Jennison. 

4. History. 

Instruction was fpven in this Department to the Senior 
Class, during the last academical year, by the Professor of 
History. The boots used were Guizot's Lectures on the His- 
tory of Civilization in France and in Europe, Fonblanque's 
Hand-Book, Hallam's Constitutional History, and Sheppard's 
Constitutional Text-Book. The Class recited four times a 
week during the year, and were examined by written ques- 
tions and orally at the end of the Second Term. A course 
of Lectures was also read to the Class at the close of the year. 
The Freshman Class recited twice a week during the Second 
Term to Mr. Jennison, the Tutor in History, in Liddell's His- 
tory of Rome, and were examined by written questions and 
or^y at the end of that Term. 

5. Latin. 

During the past year this Department was under the superin- 
tendence of Gfeorge M. Lane, University Professor of Latin, 
assisted by Ephraim W. Gurney and Edwin H. Abbot, Tu- 
tors. The instruction of the Senior and Junior Classes was 
conducted by Professor Lane, that of the Sophomore Class by 
Mr, Gurney, and that of the Freshman Class by Mr. Abbot. 

Instruction was ^ven to the Freshman Cl^s in Lincoln's 
Selections from Livy, the Odes of Horace, Roman Antiqui- 
ties, and in writing Latin, once a month. 

To the Sophomore Class, in the Odes and Epistles of Hor- 
ace, and Cicero's Oration for Gluentius, one hour every month 
being devoted to writing Latin. 
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To the Jnnior Class, in the Tenth Book of Quiotiliftn and 
Juvenal, and in writing Latin prose and verse. 

To the Seniors, in Cicero's DiviD&tio in Caecilium, and in 
his Fourth Oration against Yerres, in Lucretius, and iu vriting 
Latin prose. 

In the three lower Classes the Latin was a reqmred stud; ; 
with the Seniors it was elective. 

6. Greek. 

The Greek Department was under the care of Cornelius 
Conway Felton, LL.D., Eliot Professor of Greek Literature, 
and Evangelinus A. Sophocles, A.M., Assistant Professor of 
Greek, William W. Goodwin, P.D., and Solomon Lincoln, 
A. B., Tutors. 

The Freshmen were instructed by Mr. Sophocles and Mr. 
Lincoln. They were divided into five alphabetical Sections. 
The textbooks during the First Term were Homer's Odys- 
sey and Felton's Selections from the Greek Historians ; dur- 
ing the Second Term, the Orations of Lysias against Eratcs- 
thenes and Agoratus. There were five recitations a week 
during each Term, besides an exercise every fortnight in 
Greek Prose Composition. 

The Sophomores were instructed by Mr. Goodwin. They 
were divided into four alphabetical Sections. Each Section 
recited three times a week. The text-boolcs were Thucydides 
during the First Term, and the Antigone of Sophocles during 
the Second Term. 

The Juniors and Seniors were instructed by the Professor. 

The Seniors and Juniors attended three exercises each week. 
The Professor also delivered a course of public Lectures to 
the Junior Class, on Greek Literature, one Lecture being de- 
livered each week during the First Term. 

The Juniors recited in three alphabetical Sections. In the 
First Term, they read the Ajax of Sophocles, and the Clouds 
of Aristophanes ; in the Second Term, tiie Clouds of Aristopha- 
nes, and parts of the Iliad. 

A Section of eighteen Seniors selected the Greek as an 
elective study. They read Demosthenes against the Law of 
Leptines, against Meidias, and agcunst Androtion, in the First 
Term ; and the Agamemnon of jQschylus in the Second Term.. 



This Department was under the superintendence of the Rev. 
George R. Noyes, D.D., Hancock Professor of Hebrew and 
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other Oriental Languages ; being conducted by recitationa and 
oral instruction, given to membera of the Senior Class three 
times each week, during the year, if desired. Attendance on 
this branch is optional. During the past year one member 
of the Senior Class baa pursued the study of Hebrew, and 
h&a made very satisfactory progreas. 



8. Modern LANauAQES. 

This Department was under the superintendence of James 
R. Lowell, A.M., Smith Professor of the French and Spanish 
Languages, and Professor of the BellcH-Lettrea. There were 
in the Department four Inatruetors : Emile Arnoult, M.D., 
Instructor iu French; Santiago Cancio-Bello, LL.B., Instruct- 
or in Spanish ; George Adam Schmitt, Instructor in German ; 
and Luigi Monti, A.M., Instructor in Italian. 

The principles which regulate the Department are, — 1 . AU 
the Modern Languages are optional. 2. A student commen- 
cing the study of any language is not permitted to leave it before 
the close of the year without a vote of the Faculty. 3. The 
students are formed into Sections, and are carried forward 
according to their proficiency, without reference to Classes- 
4- The days of instruction are Mondays, Wednesdays, and 
Fridays, 

The French Langaage was taught to students of the Jun- 
ior and Sophomore Glasses, in two Sections. One hour a 
day, three days in the week, throughout the year, waa de- 
voted to each Section, The instruction was given by trans- 
lation from -text^books, written exercises, and practice in 
speaking at each recitation. 

Dr. Arnoult having resigned at the end of the First Term 
of the academic year, his place was supplied by M, GuiUaurae 
H- Talbot until the appointment of the present Instructor, 
M- Charles Miel, in April. 

Instruction was given in German by translation from Ger- 
man into English and from EngUsh into German, the texf> 
books used being Gothe's " Faust " and FoUen's " German 
Reader." The Instructor has pcud especial attention to 
grounding the students thoroughly in the elements of the 
language, and has met his class one evening in each week 
for practice in conversation. 

The students in Spanish from the Senior and Junior 
Classes recited in two Sections three times a week during 
the year- Instruction was given by translation from text- 
books, by written exercises, and by practice in speaking. 
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Instmctioa in Italiao was ^ren to one Section of Seniors 
three times a week dnrtng the year, by translation from text- 
books, written exercisea, and practice m speaking. 

Profeaaor Lowell delivered two Courses of Lectures, one in 
each Term of the Academic Year. A class of volunteer stu- 
dents in Italian, composed of stadentfl from the Senior Glass 
and the Divinity and Law Schools, read Dante with him three 
times a week during the year. 



9. Mathematics. 

The instruction in this Department was ^ven by Benjamin 
Feirce, LL.D., Perkins Professor of Astronomy and Mathe- 
matics, Charles WilUam Eliot, Assistant Professor of Mathe- 
matics and Chemistry, and Edward Fearce, Tutor. 

The Freshman Class recited in four sections on four daya 
of the week, Monday, Wednesday, Friday, and Saturday, 
throughout the year, from the following text-books ; namely, 
Peirce'a Plane and Solid Geometry, Peirce's Algebra, except 
Chapters IV. and VIII., and Peirce's Plane Trigonometry. 

The Sophomore Class recited in four sections, on three daya 
in the week, Tuesday, Thursday, and Friday, throughout the 
year, from the following text-books ; namely, Peirce'a Sphorical 
Trigonometry, Chapter IV, of Peirce's Algebra, and J. M. 
Peirce's Analytic Geometry. 

Instruction was given to those who elected Mathematics in 
the Junior and Senior years by Lectures and Recitations, on 
three days in the week, Monday, Wednesday, and Friday, 
throughout the year, in the Imaginary, Integral, and Eeaidual 
Calculuses, and in the Mathematical Theory of Mechanics and 
Astronomy. 



10. Physics. 

During the past academical year, instruction in this De- 
partment was conducted by Joseph Lovering, A.M., Hollis 
Professor of Mathematics and Katural Philosophy, 

The whole Junior Class attended recitations three times a 
week during the First and Second Terms ; and read Hei^ 
schel's Outlines of Astronomy and Lardner'a Course of Nat> 
nral Philosophy. This Class was examined at the end of 
the year in both hooks. 

The Class was divided into three Divisions; and each Di- 
vision remained with the instructor one hour at every exercise. 

The Senior Class attended a course of twenty-four Lectures 
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on Physics and Expenmental PhiloBophy. The Junior Class 
attended a Bimilar course of twenty-four Lectures. The whole 

course, which extends through two years, consista of about 
sixty Lectures of one hour each; crone Lecture to each Class 
for every week of both Terms. The subject last year was 
Electro-statics and Electro-dynamics. These Lectures are al- 
ways attended by some members of the Scientific and Profes- 
sional Schools- 



11. CnBMISTRr AND MiRERALOQT. 

The instruction in this Department -was ^ven by Josiah P. 
Cooke, A.M., Erving Professor. Luring the First Term, the 
Sophomore Class recited twice a week, from the first half of 
Stockhardt'a Elements of Chemistry, and attended a course of 
Experimental Lectures on the Chemistry of the Non-Metallic 
Elements- During the Second Term, the same Class recited 
twice a week, from the remainder of the same book, and 
attended a course of about thirty Lectures on the Chemistry 
of the Metallic Elements. 

The Junior Class recited twice a week from a work on 
Chemical Physics prepared by the Professor expressly for 
their use. The portion of the book studied was that relating 
to Mechanics, Hydrostatics, and Pneumatica. 

During this year the study of practical Chemistry has been 
made more systematic than ever before, the ample accommo- 
dations provided for the purpose in Boylaton Hall giving to 
the department all the necessary facilities. During the First 
Term instruction was given, to those of the Junior Class who 
elected Chemistry, in Mineralogy and Crystallography, by 
Charles W. Eliot, Assistant Professor of Mathematics and 
Chemistry, and during the Second Term the same Section 
received instruction in the Practice of Qualitative Chemical 
Analysis in the Laboratory. 



12. Natural History. 

This Department was under the care of Asa Gray, M.D., 

Fisher Professor of Natural History. 

Throughout the Second Term the whole Sophomore Class 
were instructed in Vegetable Physiology and Morphology, by 
recitations from Gray's Botanical Text>-Book, with informal 
Lectures and microscopical demonstrations. These exercises 
were attended by the Class, in three Sections, twice a week, 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 
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A course of Lectures upon Geographical and Systematic 
Botany, consisting of two Lectures per week throughout the 
Term, was delivered to those students of the Junior Class 
who elected the study. These Lectures were attended by 
about fifty Juniors and a few Scientific Htudenta. From 
the middle of May to the end of the Term, private prac- 
tical lessons were giren by the Professor, twice a week, to 
about thirty members of the Class, who chose to avwil them- 
selves of the privilege. 

The course of Lectures on Geology, delivered by Professor 
Agassiz during the First Term, and that upon Zoology during 
the Second Term, are open to members of the Senior Class. 



13. Anatomy and PflrsioLoar. 

A course of eighteen Lectures on the Anatomy and Phys- 
iology of the Human Body was delivered during the First 
Term to the members of the Senior Class, by Jeffries Wy- 
man, M.D., Hersey Professor of Anatomy. The Lectures 
were given on Tuesdays and Thursdays, at 10 A. M., in the 
anatomical lecture-room in Boybton H^. 



n. PBOFESSIONAL SCHOOLS. 

1. Divinity School. 

The Mvinity School was under the superintendence of the 
Rev. Convers Francis, D.D., Farkman Professor of Pulpit 
Eloquence and the Pastoral Care ; the Rev. George R. 
Noyes, B.D., Hancock Professor of Hebrew and other Ori- 
entol Languages, and Dexter Lecturer on Sacred Literature ; 
the Rev. Frederick H. Hedge, D.D., Professor of Ecclesiasti- 
cal History ; and Rev, George E. Ellia, D.D., Professor of 
Systematic Theology. 

The course of instruction in the Divinity School occupies 
three years. The School consists of three Classes ; the Jun- 
ior, Middle, and Senior. 

Each Professor attends exercises with each of the Classes 
through the year. The course of instruction is divided be- 
tween them as follows. To the Parkman Professor are allotted ' 
the branches of Natural Religion, Christian Ethics, and Prac- 
tical Divinity, Church Polity, the Composition and Delivery of 
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Sermons, and the I>utieH of the Pastoral 0£5ce. To the 
Hancock Professor, the Principles of Criticism and Interpre- 
tation, the Cnticism and Interpretation of the Old and the New 
Testaments, and the Hebrew Language. The Professor of 
Ecclesiastical History and the Professor of Systematic Theol- 
ogy give instruction in the branches of Theology which their 
titles designate. 

The members of the Senior Clasa preach on Sunday evening 
during part of the year in one of the churches of this city. 
There is also a weekly exercise in extemporaneous speaking, 
attended by the whole School. 

The present number of students (December, 1859) is 22. 



2. Law School. 

During the academic year 1858 - 59, the Law School has 
continued under the superintendence of Joel Parker, LL.D., 
Royall Professor of Law, Theophilus Parsons, LL.D., Dane 
Professor of Law, and Emory Washburn, LL.D., University 
Professor of Law. 

The Royall Professor has delivered Lectures upon the Law 
of Agency, Pleading, Constitutional Law and the Jurispru- 
dence of Uie United States, and Equity Jurisprudence. 

The Dane Professor has delivered Lectures upon Blackatone's 
Commentaries, Kent's Commentaries, the Law of Contracts, 
the Law of Evidence, and the Ljiw of Shipping and Admi- 
ralty. 

The University Professor has delivered Lectures, upon the 
Law of Arbitration, upon Criminal Law, and upon Wills and 
Administration, and the Law of Real Property. 

Ten Lectures are delivered in each week, generally from 
text-books designated ; and in the course of the Lectures ex- 
aminations are made, by inquiry of the students as to cases or 
principles presented to them in connection with the subject- 
matter of the Lecture. The Faculty continue this method of 
examination, being convinced that no other would meet so sat- 
isfactorily the wants of the School. 

A Moot Court has been held each week by one of the Pro- 
fessors ; and continued experience strengthens the confidence 
of the Faculty and the students in the great utility of these 
courts. That they must be especially useful to the students 
engaged in them as counsel is obvious. But they are almost 
equally profitable to others who investigate the questions pre- 
sented, and indeed to all who attend them, and make use of 
the opportunities they oBer to learn to take notes readily and 
accurately. 
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Clubs for discuBsioD and debate, and for the argument of 
cases, have been continued b; the students. Tbe Faculty 
regard them as eminently useful, and provide for tbem all the 
facilities and encouragement in their power. 

Frizes for Dissertations have been awarded ae before ; with 
the usual strong commendation of the essays by the Committee. 

The average number of studenta attending in the course of 
the year was one hundred and fifly-one. They came from 
twenty-five of the United States, tbe District of Columbia, 
the Territory of Kansas, and the Isthmus of Panama. 

The degree of LL.B. was conferred at Commencement upon 
forty-seven students. 

S. Medical School. 

This School was under the superintendence of 
D. Humphreys Storer, M.D., Professor of Midwifery and 
Medical Jurisprudence ;

The course of instruction embraces systematic practical ex- 
ercises in the several Lahoratories of Professors Agassiz, Wy- 
man, Gray, and Horsford ; instruction in Engineering under 
the direction of Professor Eustis ; occasional excursions to lo- 
calities and manufacturing establishments of scientific interest 
in the neighborhood ; recitations ; and Lectures. 

The Lectures are as follows : — 

On Geology, and on the Structure and Classification of the 
Animal Kingdom, by Professor Agassiz, between forty and 
forty-five Lectures each Term. Scientific excursions are 
made about once a fortnight. 

On the Differential Calculus, twice a week, thirty Lectures ; 
and on Analytical Mechanics, three times a week, forty-five 
Lectures, by Professor Peirce. 

The Lectures were attended by several members of tha 
Scientific and Law Schools, and by the Undergraduates. 

The number of Special Studente in all branches of science 
was ninety-nine, exclusive of the members of the other Pro- 
fessional Schools, and of the Undergraduates, who attended 
the Scientific Lectures. 



5. Astronomical Observatory. 

During the past year the Astronomical Observatory has 
been under the superintendence of George P. £ond, A.M., 
Director of the Observatory. 

The Observatory was not founded for the purpose of giving 
elementary instruction in Astronomy and the kindred sciences, 
but to furnish accurate systematic observations of the heavenly 
bodies, and to co-operate in other investigations for the public 
good. It is, however, open to persons wishing to accomplish 
Siemselves in Practical Astronomy.

TREASURER'S STATEMENT. 
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To THE Honorable am> Betekemd, 

The Otebseebs of Habtabd College. 

Gentlemen : — The accounts now presented show 
that the f^nds of the College have heen safely invested, 
and that the income has been regularly received ; while 
the additions which have been made to them indicate 
a continuance of public confidence and an interest in 
the advancement of sound learning. 

Besides the great collection of engravings,* and one 
thousand dollfu^, bequeathed by the late Hon. Francis 
Galley Gray, that gentleman left in the hands of his 
relative and residuary legatee a conditional legacy of 
fifteen thousand dollars for its support. That sum has 
now been received from Mr. William Gray. 

The same benefactor of the College left fifty thousand 
dollars to be paid, if the legatee should deem it advis- 
able, for the support of a " Museum of Comparative 
Zo6logy." This sum has also been received, and it has 
been a powerful aid in securing the establishment of 
the Museum in Cambridge, under the care of the

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learned man with whom Mr. Gray co-operated, while 
living, for the advancement of that science. Thus the 
College has received from the estate of Mr. Francis C. 
Gray property amounting to one hundred and six 
thousand dollars, besides the sums given during his 
lifetime. 

Having carried out in the most liberal manner all the 
munificent designs of his uncle, Mr. William Gray has 
offered to the College the sum of twenty-five thousand 
dollars, payable in five annual instalments, for the pur- 
chase of books. 

Hon. John Chipman Gray has made a donation of 
one thousand dollars, for prizes to be awarded to those 
who excel in mathematical studies. 

Hon. Stephen Salisbury, a graduate of the Class of 
1817, has provided for the deficiency of Greek and 
Latin books in the Library, by a timely donation of five 
thousand dollars, and he has directed, if there shall be 
any surplus, that it shall be expended in donations of 
books to deserving undergraduates. 

The Committee of the Alumni have received, in vari- 
ous sums, four thousand six hundred and sixty-seven 
dollars, in response to their appeal in behalf of the 
Library, viz. : from Thomas Lee, Esq., ^ 2,000 ; T. H. 
Newman, Esq., ^500; W. T. Andrews, Esq., ^250; 
Class of 1833,^300; A. A. Lawrence, Esq., ^500; 
Friends of the College, ^1,117. 

The want of a Gymnasium has been supplied by the 
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presentation of eight thousand dollars, through Kev. Dr. 
Huntington, by a gentleman who declines to be known 
except as a " Graduate " of the College. The building 
has been erected and furnished, at a cost of $ 9,488.05. 

The devise of Hon. Leonard Jarvia, a graduate of the 
Class of 1797, who died in Baltimore in 1855, has been 
received during the present year, and amounts to 
^ 14,846.59. This devise is without any restriction, 
and has been added to the General Fund, which requires 
it more than any other. 

Dr. Henry J. Bigelow hag paid over the sum of five 
thousand dollars received from subscribers to the *' Jack- 
son Medical Fund," so named in acknowledgment of 
the services, and in respect for the character, of the ven- 
erable Dr. James Jackson. Additional sums have been 
subscribed for the same purpose, and will be paid here- 
after. 

The executors of the late Abbott Lawrence have 
made the first payment of interest on his legacy of fifty 
thousand dollars, and they propose to pay the principal 
sum at a time not distant. 

The building account of the Chapel has been closed, 
showing an expenditure of ^67,706.60. Of this sum 
^50,370 was received from the executors of the late 
Samuel Appleton ; % 15,430 was the accumulated in- 
come; $1,406.60 was paid by the College ; and $500 
was a donation for completing the organ. 

The separation of the property of the Divinity School 
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from that of the College has not been completed. The 
Committee of the Corporation appointed to prosecute 
a petition and bill in equity, for this purpose, in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, have attended to that duty. 

To aid in the establishment of the Museum of Com- 
parative Zoology in Cambridge, the Corporation has 
granted for its use a valuable tract of land, in addition 
to its interest in the zoological collection of Professor 



Some unusual demands upon the General Fund have 
caused an excess of expenditure amounting to ^2,732.87 
over the income of the year.* 

No change has been made in the salaries of the offi- 
cers of instruction and government The increased ex- 
pense of living since the establishment of the present 
salaries, and the additional labor imposed by larger 
classes, render these offices less desirable than formerly, 
to those who have no other resources. 

Since the reception, in 1831, of the ftind raised by 
citizens of Boston and vicinity, to found a Professorship 
of Natural History, amounting to ^31,333, and appro- 
priated for the support of the Botanic Garden, under 
the superintendence of the Fisher Professor of Natural 
History, the expenses of that department have regularly

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exceeded tlie income of the fond, and the amount 
lias been reduced to $ 13,336.38. On account of the 
specific appropriation by the donors of the greater part 
of the property held by the Corporation, any permanent 
assistance to this department is rendered impossible ; 
nor can the Garden be sustained at any less expense 
than is now incurred. 

To insure greater simplicity, a change has been made 
in the method of stating the annual accounts, and it is 
designed to carry it further hereafter. 

The undersigned takes this occasion to express his 
obligations for the assistance rendered to this department 
by President Walker, by his advice and mature judg- 
ment in matters relating to the numerous endowments, 
and by his r^dy co-operation in aU plans for improving 
the financial condition of the College.
